An order was given, and like a flash these two 
splendid reginients sprang forward simul- 
taneously, and in a few moments had secured 
two commanding ridges. The enemy’s line was 
thin, and the Boers here fell back directly they 
perceived our men coming on. 

“ Our advanced line was now within 1200 yards 
of the enemy’s main trench. They were already 
losing heart from the demonstrations on their 
flank.

“ Away went the Lancashire and Sussex lads 
again; but the Boers could not stand. They 
fairly bolted, and the rout of the enemy along 
the whole line was then complete. Our cavalry 
and mounted men are close up with them, and 
in hot pursuit.” 

A Reuter message added that our loss was 
insignificant. Our advance continued. Twenty 
Boers were taken prisoners. 


Lord Roberts on the Vet. 


Marching with General Pole-Carew’s Division, 
< Bobs ” thus summarised the Vet River scrim- 
mages in his despatch to Lord Lansdowne— 

“t SMALDEEL, May 6 (3.30 p.m.). 

“We crossed the Vet River this morning, and 
are now encamped at Smaldeel Junction. The 
enemy are in full retreat towards the Zand 
River and Kroonstad. The turning movement 
made by the mounted infantry just before 
dark yesterday was a very dashing affair. 
The Canadians, New South Wales Rifles, 
New Zealand Rifles, and Queensland Mounted 
Infantry vied with each other in their 
determination to close with the enemy, and 
Captain Anley, Essex Regiment, commanding 
the 3rd Infantry Battalion, behaved in a very 
gallant manner. The naval guns and artillery

made excellent practice, particularly two 5-in. 
guns, used for the first time with this force. 
We captured a Maxim gun and twenty-five 
prisoners. Our casualties were very few—only 
fifteen wounded, one killed, three missing.” 


The Boers Driven from the Zand River. 


Let the Press Association. War Correspondent 
next take up the running with a fresh record of 
victory— 

**Zaxn River, Thursday, May 10 (viä 
Brandfort, Friday, May 11). 

** To-day the Boers, after much apparent 
vacillation, made a stand on the kopjes north of 
the Zand River ; but to those who have followed 
the operations since the beginning it was evident 
that the enemy were fighting without heart or 
spirit. The net result of the day’s work is that 
the Boers have been pushed twenty miles north, 
and we have captured about thirty prisoners. 
The enemy’s killed and wounded also numbered 
about thirty, while our losses are about twenty. 

** An early advance was made in three columns, 
Generals Hutton and Pole-Carew moving along 
the railway on the left, General Tucker in the 
centre, and General Bruce Hamilton’s Brigade 
on the right, while General Ian Hamilton 
operated on the extreme right. 


** General Wavell's Brigade Advanced 


to attack the Boer right, the East Lancashires 
forming the first line. As they advanced along 
the plain they were subjected to an accurate 
pom-pom fire as well as shell and shrapnel 
Nevertheless, the movement was. continued 
calmly. The brigade met a hot infantry 
fire, which, however, was ill - timed; for 
there were few casualties. The South Wales 
Borderers, who supported the brigade, used their 
Maxim, which, 
together with that 
of the Lancashires, 
poured in a deadly 
OLIFANTS FONTEI fire. Suddenly the 
enemy were seen 
streaming along the 
ridge. No. 62 Battery 
then opened fire, and 
placed several shells 
with great accuracy 
among them, and the 
position was gained. 
‘ Nine prisoners 
were taken, among 
them being one of the 
European legion — a 
German, named 
Trickman, from 
Erfurth. He pre- 
tended to be a 
journalist, but this 
statement was dis- 
counted *by the fact 
that he carried a 
rifle. Inasmuch as 
he was found hiding | 
behind a cactus- 
bush, he did not 
appear to have dis- 
played much courage.

From Stone Hill Farm, May 14, Reuter’s War 
Correspondent in Natal communicated the good 
news that `* after a four-days’ march in an 
easterly direction to the foot of the Helpmakaar 
Ridges, which form the front and left of the 
enemy's positions along the Biggarsberg, the 
Second Brigade on Sunday led an attack on 
this line, Lord Dundonald's Cavalry pressing the 
3oers in on the centre, while Bethune's Mounted 
Infantry advanced simultaneously on the ex- 
treme right as far as Pomeroy. A small party 
of the enemy awaited our approach on a ridge 
overlooking Helpmakaar, but 
remain for an assault.” 

The Flying Column for Mafeking. 
On May 9 the British Flying Column passed 
through Vryburg, ninety-three miles from the 
town. 

This force is wholly distinct from that of Sir 
A. Hunter's main column, whose object is, it is 
understood, to operate along the north bank of 
the Vaal in conjunction with Lord Roberts's 
advance. 

The Mafeking relief force was organised 
specially for the service it is now undertaking, 
and it is said by the Boers to be about 3000 
strong and to have six guns.

Lord Roberts Hoists the Union Jack at 
Kroonstad, and Reports the Further 
Flight of the Deposed Steyn. 

Skipping several immaterial despatches from 
Lord Roberts, we come to a very important one, 
despatched by his Lordship last Saturday after- 
noon— - 

“ Kroonsran, May 12, 2 p.m. 

“I entered Kroonstad without opposition at 
1.30 to-day, when the Union Jack was hoisted 
amidst the cheers of the few British residents. 

“ Mr. Steyn fled last evening after vainly 
endeavouring to persuade the burghers to 
continue opposing us. 

“ The Transvaalers said they would fight no 
longer in the Orange Free State, and made off 
for the Vaal River. 

“The Free Staters accused the Transvaalers 
of having made use of them and then deserted 
them. Many of the Free Staters have gone to 
their homes. 

“ The procession entering the town was 


: headed by my bodyguard, all of them Colonials. 


“« After the staff and foreign officers came the 
North Somerset Company of the Imperial 
Yeomanry, followed by Pole-Carew's Division, 
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strength, and the enemy had constructed 
elaborate entrenchments. General Hunter 
engaged the enemy with Barton’s Fusilier 


Brigade, consisting of the Scotch, Irish, Welsh, 
and Royal Fusiliers, and several batteries of 
Royal Horse Artillery. The action soon became 
general. While it was in progress the North- 
umberland Yeomanry, under Colonel Meyrick, 
worked round the Boer flank. 

The Welsh Fusiliers and the Royal Fusiliers, 

after several hours’ long-range fighting, had 
gradually got near the enemy, and late in the 
afternoon General Hunter gave the word for a 
general assault. Our batteries furiously bom- 
barded the Boer positions, and then the Welsh- 
men and the Royals with loud shouts charged 
with bayonets fixed. Some of them got home 
amongst the enemy, but the majority of the 
3oers had already reached their horses and 
were in hasty flight, having discovered that the 
Yeomanry and a Horse Battery menaced their 
retreat. 

Six Boers were bayoneted in their trenches 
and a number wounded. We captured five 
prisoners, of whom two were wounded. The 
Yeomanry also inflicted further losses upon the 
flying enemy. Colonel Meyrick has reason to be 
proud of his men.

Foroversix months, 
with Lord Edward Cecil (Lord Salisbury's 
gallant soldier son) as chief staff officer, has 
this wonderfully self-contained man, one of the 
most extraordinary combinations of prudence, 
astute generalship, and brilliant personal charm 
ever known, held the fort, so to speak. All the 
Realm will rejoice when the glad news comes 
of his relief. The premature jubilation at 
Reading last Monday betokened in a measure 
how deeply we are all interested in the fate of 
this courageous garrison and its vigilant Com- 
mander, whose gaiety at a “Smoker” and 
ceaseless watchfulness of the Boer besiegers 
have been brought home to us so vividly by the 
graphic word-pictures of the Times' Special and 
of Lady Sarah Wilson, the Daily Mail's admir- 
able representative.

Commanding at the Cape has been published by

“* Care Town, Tuesday, May 8. 

** Base Commandant, Bulawayo, forwards 
following from Baden-Powell. Begins— 

** MAFEKING, Wednesday, April 25. 

‘ Please inform Chief of Staff all well. 
Situation unchanged. 

*** Enemy to-day made another so-called attack 
upon our south front, shelling us for two hours 
with four guns, and made half-hearted infantry 
advance with plenty of musketry. 

** As ordered, our guns, Maxims, and rifles 
made no reply, hoping to draw them on. Enemy 
mistrusted silence, and eventually fell back. 
Our casualties, one man killed, one slightly 
wounded. 


MAY 19, 1900 
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‘Captain Maclaren recovering rapidly, and 
wounded men in Boer hospital doing well. 

‘‘ Regret to report followmg deaths from fever— 

** April 22.—Sergeant-Major Schreiner, Cap? 
Police ; 707 Private G. S. Richards, Cape Polices 
April 24. —260 Trooper Caradoc Ivor Evans, 
Protectorate Regiment.” 

Colonel Baden - Powell has (according to 
Reuter's special) also sent the following message 
to Lord Roberts— 

«< After two hundred days’ siege, I desire tO 
bring to your Lordship's notice the exceptionally 
good spirit of loyalty that pervades all classes 
of this garrison. N 

“The patience of everybody in Mafeking 
in making the best of things under the long 
strain of anxiety, hardship, and privation 19 
beyond all praise, and is a revelation to me. 

‘* The men, half of whom are unaccustomed to 
the use of arms, have adapted themselves to their 
duties with the greatest zeal, readiness, am 
pluck, and the devotion of the women 18 
remarkable. 

** With such a spirit our organisation runs 
like clockwork, and I have every hope that it 
will pull us successfully through. 

‘“ The citizens are preparing to celebrate the 
two hundredth day of the siege by hors 
dinners. 

‘“ It is suggested here that the funds which we 
see from Cape newspapers are to be employed in 
festivities on the relief of Mafeking should be 
devoted to defraying the cost of a trip to the seë 
of all the women and children who have gone 
through the siege.”

On Sheep-Dogs. 


MONG the many inquiries I receive during the year 
for dogs likely to be of use to rural readers of this 
column, surprisingly few are for sheep-dogs, a fact 
proving that most shepherds have other sources of 
obtaining information as to where puppies are to be 

had. Asa matter of fact, really good sheep-dogs, such as I 
have seen at the working trials in Llangollen and other 
p of North Wales, are very seldom sold, the strain being 

eptin the same family for generations, the result being 
that in many instances the puppies are really taught 
their work by association with the older dogs. Now 
and then, however, it is possible to get a cast - off 
from the kennel of a shepherd who has gained honours in

se om competitions, and thus gradually work up a strain; 
ut such opportunities are so rare that it is better to break 
in one’s own dogs. How much patience is required to do 
this properly is known only to those who have attempted 
it; but the reward is well worth the trouble the shepherd 
has gone to, a well-broken sheep-dog being a treasure. 
Strange to say, it is easier to train a half-bred sheep-dog- 
than such a handsome specimen of the collie as the one 
illustrated, rough collies lacking the intelligence of the 
gueer-looking dogs of nondeseript breeding one meets with 
in all sheep-rearing districts. 


The Rouen Duck. 


This famous variety of duck is commonly supposed to 
derive its name from the city of Rouen in France; butit 
is also suggested, and with some authority, that the name 
is derived from “roan,” as in many parts the breed is 
known as the roan duck, and in other places as the “ rowan” 
duck, the latter term being that applied to fields kept up

until after Michaelmas, in order that the corn may sprout 
for stock. The Rouen grows to the largest size of any 
of the better-known varieties, but it does not mature 
nearly so rapidly as does the Aylesbury, and, conseguently, 
it is not so suitable for early marketing. Itisan excellent 
layer, with very fine flesh, and very hardy; in fact, one of 
the most valuable breeds of duck that we possess. 


A Chicken Coop and Run. 


The enclosure coop and run, of which I give an Illus- 
tration, is a most useful contrivance, and as it is movable, 
its utility is unguestionable. It can be made by the 
amateur, but as it is so cheap I wöuld not advise the rearer 
to attempt to make one, the better plan being to purchase 
direct from the manufacturer, whose name and address 
I shall be pleased to forward to any inquirer. As regards 
the rearing of chicks, they should be left undisturbed 
for eighteen to twenty-four hours after being hatched, 
and then they will reguire their first feed, which

should consist of finely chopped hard-boiled egg and finely 
grated breadcrumbs, the whole just moistened with a little 
milk. This food should be placed on a board just in front 
of the nest and within reach of the hen, who will soon 
induce her yo family to eat, and when they have 
finished, the remainder should be taken away. A little later 
the hen and her brood should be removed to a coop—such a 
one, indeed, as that illustrated. In cold weather the coo 
and the newly hatched chickens should be placed in.a sh 
or out-house, as the thin boards of the coop are not sufficient 
to protect them from very inclement weather. Though 
chickens require great care during the early stages of their 
existence, they should never be coddled, for it always pays 
best to bring them up as hardy as possible. As they grow 
they should be allowed more liberty, but the hen should be 
kept in the coop, or she will lead her chickens too far away, 
and they will get over-tired, which naturally does them 
harm.
